FoodPrices SIM Increasing 


According to reports received by 


;he bureau of labor statistics of the 
Jnited States department of lafbor, 
from retail dealers in 50 cities, the 
average family expnditure for food 
«-as 2 percent higher on January 15, 
1920, than on December 13, 1919. 
The cost in December was 2.6 per- 
cent higher than it had been in -any 
previous month. These figures show 
an increase of 9 j>ereent since Jan- 
uary, 1919, an'd an increase of 104 
percent since January, 1913. The 
comparisons are based on the aver- 
age retail prices of the following 
articles, weighted according to the 
consumption of the average family: 
Sirloin steak, round steak, rib roast, 
chuck roast, plate beef, pork chops,' 
•bacon, ham, ,lardj hens, flour, corn 
meal, eggs, gutter, milk, -bread, po- 
tatoes, sugar, cheese, rice, coffee 
and tea; ,'- 


Since January^ 1919, monthly re- 


tail prices of food have been sec- 
ured for 44 food articles. During 
the month from December 15. 1919, 
to January ]», 1920, 29" of the 44 
articles of food for which prices 
were secured in 1919 increased as 
follows: Cabbage, 33 percent; pota- 
toes, 2Ci percent: granulated sugar. 
23 ""V,percent;, onions, 11 percent; 
lamb and rolled oats, 8 percent, 
each; hens, 7 percent; plate beef, 6 
percent: flour, 5 percent: 
sirloin 


steak, rib roast, chuck roast, "bread 
and cream of wheat, 4 percent, 
each: round steak and raisins, 3 
percent each; ' canned , salmon and 
rice, 2 percent, each;'ham, evapor- 
ated milk, macaroni, baked beans, 
tea, coffee and bananas, 1 percent, 
each.
